HAVANA (AP) — Cuban propa­ 
gandists hailed today Prime Min­ 
ister Fidel Castro’s pact with the 
Soviet Union calling for building 
a fishing port for Russian trawlers 
in Havana Bay 
Castro announced the pact Tues­ 
day, saying the Russians would 
furnish credits for building large 
docking and freezing facilities. He 
said the Soviet trawler fleet would 
have use of the facilities for at 
least IO years. 
Joint Maneuver 
Castro said in a television ad­ 
dress the port facilities would pro­ 
vide

for

Cuban-Soviet Atlantic fishing fleet. 
Some Soviet trawlers arrived last 
summer and Castro reported then 
they would be turned over to the 
Cubans.

AII of as make a great deal of the mo­ 
bility of the American people. But there Is 
more than one face to this coin. 
It is true that about a fifth of the U.S. 
population changes its residence every year. 
It is also true that millions of Americans 
travel about in their own country and, in­ 
creasingly, in foreign lands. 
Yet there are still many millions who do 
little or no moving. And among those who 
do get about, the patterns sometimes are 
very curious. 
The poor, especially the foreign-born 
poor clustered in the great cities, have been 
notoriously immobile. Sociologists used to 
point out that in such a city as Chicago 
there were thousands of persons who lived 
out their lives and never saw Lake Michi­ 
gan—a bare four or five miles from their 
neighborhood. 
Children born in sections eight or IO 
miles from downtown Chicago often were 
16 or 18 before they ever saw downtown. 
Frequently they never rode a streetcar or 
a suburban train until that age. 
Now comes author Peter Wyden in his 
book, “Suburbia’s Coddled Kids,” to point 
out that the present pattern of suburban 
life is having something of the same effect. 
His book, of course, is an assault on the 
“isolation” of suburban youngsters from 
many of the broad currents of modem life 
—particularly those found in the great cen­ 
tral cores of our cities. 
In support of that theme, he quotes a sub- 
.irban grade school guidance director as 
estimating, on the basis of long-term in­ 
quiry among her students, that no more 
than «°>0 per cent of the children had ever 
visited Chicago’s Loop ama. 
And hem is the curious twist—many, 
many mom of these kids have made plane 
trips to Arizona and Florida than have seen 
downtown Chicago. 
It is a fair assumption that what this 
guidance director has observed in her1 
school is quite common to suburban living 
around the nation. In countless families, 
the mothers volunteer that they, too, sel­ 
dom make it to the city. 
Wyden’s objection to this pattern—and 
he is far from alone in this judgment—is that

ALLIES AND NEUTRALS 
It has been American foreign policy since the 
end of World W ar II to show preference to neu­ 
trals over our Allies. We have even preferred 
former enemies such as the Germans and the 
Japanese to our Allies. 
This policy arises from a doctrinaire concept 
of the equality ot man. the equality of nations, 
the self-determination of peoples. It did not origi­ 
nate with Franklin D. Roosevelt; it is the basis 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
It is this policy which destroyed the British, 
French and Dutch Empires. India became inde­ 
pendent and neutral; French Indo-China was cut 
up into two Viet-Nams, Laos and Cambodia and 
is either part of the Soviet bloc or neutral; the 
Dutch East Indies became Indonesia under the 
leadership of Sukarno who is allied to Soviet 
Russia; France lost Algeria, and many African 
countries, like the Congo, became independent. 
Actually, much of the world was thrown into a 
chaos by prem ature independence. Those who 
favor this trend ask, when is not independence 
prem ature? 
The principal sufferers from this American 
doctrine were not the enemy, Soviet Russia, or 
our foes in World W ar II, Germany and Japan, 
but our principal allies, Great Britain, France 
and Holland. Meanwhile, Soviet Russia has been 
Empine-ouilding in Asia, Europe and the Carib­ 
bean. 
In a word, up to now, this policy has been a 
tailure. PCwertheless, the United States will con- 
| tinue to pursue it on the assumption that the 
future of the world lies with the Afro-Asian na­ 
tions. The Castro Revolution in Cuba must have 
some effect on our policy. President Kennedy 
himself declared it to be Communist since 1958 
although the S tate Departm ent issued a fictitious 
White Paper in 1961 denying its Communist char­ 
acter. 
The European nations have countered our pol­ 
icy by the organization of the Common Market 
which may develop into a United W estern Eu­ 
rope of perhaps 200.000,000 people. The growth 
of the Common M arket and the Franco-German 
Alliance may alter the politics of the world, pro­ 
ducing a Third Power that could offset the 
eleemosynary' politics of the United States and 
the Empire building of Soviet Russia. 
Much of Africa is still French-speaking. France 
has never adopted a racial attitude, adhering to 
the slogan of the French Revolution, namely 
Liberty. Equality, Fraternity. The French do not 
resist interm arriage, and although many of the 
new nations of Africa were once French colonies, 
they naturally look to France for their culture 
and trade. Similarly, although in many colonies. 
there has been opposition to British manners and 
attitudes. English remains the lingua franca of 
those peoples. 
As the Common Market develops politically. 
it w-ill seek strength in the former colonies and 
although it may fail in some, it Will make enor­ 
mous progress in others. West Germany has a 
thriving export trade throughout the world

Slated at 1,600 
At Wallkill School 


Mon* than 1,600 students, fac­ 
ulty and other school personnel 
of the Wallkill Central School 
System 
will 
have 
tuberculin 
tests Wednesday, Oct. 3 in a pro­ 
gram sponsored for the school 
by Ulster County Department of 
Health, the Tuberculosis Hospi­ 
tal and Ulster County TB and 
Health Association, Inc. 
Plana tor the testing program 
were completed at a conference 
of the Public Health groups with 
school administrators late last 
week and on Tuesday, informa­ 
tion on the status of Tubercu­ 
losis in Ulster County and Tu­ 
berculin testing methods were 
discussed with the faculty. Infor­ 
mational material and parental 
consent 
slips have been sent 
home with students to all par­ 
ents. 
Commissioner of Health Dr E. 
Franklin Hall, stated the method 
of testing to be used is the Heaf 
method.

“We should adopt law's similar 
to those in Connecticut to pro­ 
tect state dairy fanners,” he 
said. 


Majestic claims that there is 
“too much maneuvering In the 
state milk market. 
The New York State Boart! of 
Health sends inspectors as far 
south as West Virginia to pass on 
milk plants and the out-of-state 
milk is flixwiing the market and 
lowering blend prices according 
to the Farmer's Party candidate. 
He went on to say that the 
party is aiming to get the New 
York City-New Jersey market 
for state dairymen at the class 
one price, not the blend price. 
Majestic further claims that class 
three milk not subject to inspec­ 
tion is also flooding the market. 
Major Complaint
